Private telegrams state that Howard 


Started Wednesday for the c'ty of Mexico' 
A short distance out of Juarez he became 
involved in a difficulty with several Mexi- 
cans who attempted to assault him. In a 
desperate fijlit he shot three dead and 
escaped himself though badly wounded. 


On the same night although almost ill 


from loss of blood Howard saved the 
Mexican Central south bound train from 
Wreck, planned evidently by the same 
desperadoes who attacked him. 
The 


rails had been removed in places half a 
mile apart when he saw the train coming. 


Howard set fire to bis coat and waved 


the flamiag garment as best he could 
acrosi the track in bis weakened condi- 
tion. The signal was effective and the 
train-was stopped. The grateful passen- 
gers bore the hero, who had saved their 
lives while his own was nearly lost, to 
the train where he was tenderly cored 


for. 
The train returned to Jaurez with 


Howard, where the Mexican officials are 
doing everything possible for him.

Full reports of the action tikes by tbe 


executive council of tbe state brauch of 
the American Federation of Labor in Bos- 
ton Monday evening were not at band for 
our use Wednesday when wo published 
the resolutions adopted at tbe meeting. 
Wo now give the full report of that meet- 
ing as published in the Boston Post of 
Wednesday, resolutions and all complete. 


As will be aeen the council was con- 


vinced that neither Murray Crane nor 
Congressman Wright were ever Inter, 
estedin the TKAHSCBIPT, Mr. Wright's 
name not being mentioned IB the re- 
scinding resolutions for the reason that 
he was not included in the boycott put 
upon Mr. Crane by tbe Original resolu- 
tions. 


From this report it is shown that the 


Federation of Labor desired promptly to 
recall the injury and Injustice done by 
their hasty action at Worcester, while 
deploring this attempt to use the labor 
organization of the state politically. It 
also establishes the fact tbat President 
Pierce found upon the closest investiga- 
tion that the TIU.NSCRIPT'S statements in 
the matter were true. The following is 
'he Boston Post's report of the meeting: 


Tbe executive council of the State 


branch of tbe American Federation of 
Labor held a very important meeting in 
tbis city last night to take action on the 
diO'erences existing between that organi- 
zation aud W. Murray Crane of Dallon, 
Mass., who is a candidate for tho nomina- 
tion of LieutenanlpQovernor on the Re- 
publican-ticket. 


President Pierce reported that be had 


given the matter the closest investigation 
and had been given the opportunity to 
examine the books of th« North Adams 
TRANSCRIPT, and failed to find that at 
any time was either Mr. Crane or Con- 
gressman Wright ever interested in this 
paper. 


President Pierce reported that In his 


investigations hn learned that the Nvrth 
Adams Central Labor Union had no 
knowdedge of the resolutions that were 
presented by Mr. Thompson until learn- 
ing of them by reading the reports of the 
convention in tbe papers. 


He slut 3d that the members of the 


Central Labor Union, of that city de- 
nounced the resolution in strong .terms, 
and said that Mr. Crane bad always been 
on the very best of terms with his em- 
ployees and cover had any differences 
with them. 


Mr. Fierce stated that he had examined 


tbe records of the North Adams Central 
Labor Union, and it did not appear that 
Mr. Thompson had any authority from 
that body to present any such resolutions, 
and that Pio^Seut MoMahon and other 
offlcfji« 61 the North Adams Central Labor 
Union substantiate this fact. 


Postmaster Henry 8. Lyons of North 


Adams, who is a Democrat and has been 
prominentlv identified with organizer! la- 
bor In North Adams and vicinity fora 
number of years, appeared before the com- 
mittee and stated that the consensus of 
opinion in North Adams among the work" 
ing people of that section was that Mr- 
Thompson's action was unwarranted and 
did not express the sentiment of organ, 
ized labor of North Adams. After tho 
matter was fully presented and discussed 
by tbe executive council the following 
resolution was adopted: 


Whereas, resolutions charging W. Mur- 


ray Crane of Dalton, Mass., with being an 
enemy of organized labor were adopted at 
the convention of tbe Massachusetts Fed- 
eration of Labor held in Worcester Au- 
gust 4; and 


Whereas, These resolutions allege tbat 


the Central Labor Union of North Adams, 
Mass., had delegated a representative to 
present the same: and 


Whereas, 
Wo. have since learned these 


resolutions were not authorized by the 
North Adams Central Labor Union, and 
tbat the censure of Mr.' Crane was not 
warranted in consequence; therefore be 
it resolved 


Tbat the executive council of the Mass- 


achusetts Federation of Labor, in speotol 
session in Boston, Aug. 11, after a thor- 
ough investigation of thp charges against 
W. Murray Crane, believe tbat an injus- 
tice bas been done to both Mr. Crane and 
the trade union movement of the State, 
and while deploring this attempt to use 
the labor organizations of the State po- 
etically, we also regret its use to reflect 
upon a mail who, in his whole lifo, bas 
never been known to antagonize labor 
in its attempt to organize and redress its 
grievances; resolved. 


That the executive council of tbe Mas- 


sachusetts Federation of Labor, voicing 
by constitutional authority the senti- 
ments of the affiliated trade unions of 
the State, hereby publicly express our 
regrets to W. Murray Craue, and also 
that we publicly withdraw any censure 
of Mr. Crane expressed by the conven. 
tlon, on tbe grounds that the charges 
against Mr. Crane were brought before 
us under misrepresentation and have not 
been verified by careful investigation.

the Hon. George Fred Williams opened 
hig discussion of the silver question by 
asking: - "What is the (jause of the pres- 
ent business depression ?" and answered 
it by Baying that it was caused by the a p. 
preciation of our monetary standard and 
a scarcity of money. 


He claimed that tho dollar w»i not a 


fixed quantity but shifted in value "the 
same as tin ox, a horse, or ft bosuel of 
wheat." "A dollar changes in value just 
as other commodities change in value." 


Ho said that the "value of money i: 


measured by the quantity used and not 
by'its intrinsic vslae." 
Mr. Williams 


claimed that if we "cut off one half of the 
supply of money we give the rer.-aimiig 
half a double value." lie said that "be 
tween 1873 and 1876 silver was discarded 
as money by Europe and this country, 
gjnd practically by the civilized world, 
causing univorisal business depression 
tad distress." "The full in prices had- 
ruined business in all gold standard coun- 
tries." 


Be claimed that the "silver standard 


countries are all prosperous, and that all 
of the machinery that is being matlu in 
this and other oouutiies in beinj made 
for silver using countries." He claimed 
that the flat of the government had fixed 
the latio of silver and gold in France for 
eighty-eight 
yfc»iu 
and 
in

Latm 
Union 
for 
nintty 
years, 


Mr. Williams' claim that thu value of a 
dollar is not fixed, but that it changes as 
tho value of other commodities change, 
may be true of his fiat money, but it :s not 
true of gold standard money. 


The world's supply of gold has in rgely 


increased in the l«-il few years, but not 
enough to change the value of gold coin? 
to any appro table extent. Libor is the 
most universal commodity in all the 
markets of the world. Measured by thi" 
standard, it will be fo>,ud that a day's 
Work brings nuu:b more gold now than It 
did fifty yearn ago. The tendency ot true 
civilization is to raise the price of labor 
and to decrease the cost of labor's pro- 
ductd. If coiuparnd with labor, no one 
can truthfully deny that gold has been 
growing cheaper instead of dearer during 
thelsnt fifty ye»rs. In 1892 wages in this 
country would bring more in gold, as well 
as more in all of the things of general 
consumption than ever before, and more 
than wages would bring in any other 
country. 


The New York Tribune of July 24 on 


unquestioned authority says: 
"When 


specie payments were resumed in 1879 
gold began to circulate once more in this 
country and tbe amount has steadily 
risen, until now it is over f600,000,000. 
Silver, too, has been added to the circula- 
tion by purchase and coinage until wo 
have 1120,000,000 coin into dollars and 
110,000,000 ounces represented in circula 
tion by treasury notes." 


While the market price of gold has 


remained about stationary during tho last 
fifty years, the price of silver hag declined 
until the ratio between the two metals 
stands Tery nearly 32 to 1. The world's 
average annual output of gold when Eng- 
land practically adopted the gold standard 
in 1774 was 367,937 ounces of a coinage 
value of f7,606,000. In 1334, when this 
country practically adopted the gold 
standard, the world's average annual out- 
put of gold had risen to 652,391 ounces, of 
a coinage value of (13,481,000. In 1S73 the 
world's output of goldwasB,601,011ounces' 
of a coinage value off 115,577,000. In ISO 1 the 
world's annual output of gold was 8,705,- 
836 ounces, of a coinage ralue of $179,-

We have aald enough to show 
conclusively tbat gold has Dot appreciated 
during tbe last fifty years. 


'Whatever Mr. Williams or anyone else 


may eay about tbe fluctuations in tbo 
value-of money, any fair person will ad- 
mit that tbe gold standard has in tbe 
past, and probably will in the future, keep 
tbe monej of the civilized world nearer a 
true value than any other substance so 
far discovered. 


Mr. Williams claims that law fixes tbe 


value of money, but any peraon of his in- 
telligence must know that it does not. 
We bad all possible liws to keep value Iu 
the money issued during and immediately 
after tbe revolution, but these laws had 
no efiect whatever. Tbe money oou- 
tinued to depreciate until it became abso- 
lutely worthless. Mr. Williams cannot 
point to a single instance In the world's 
financial history, when money not re- 
deemable in something of intrinsic value, 
did not become valueless.

In 1861 a change in the coinage laws 


was proposed by the director of the mint, 
who recommended that the silver dollar 
.be dropped from the coinage or that it be 
made a subsidiary coin. In ISIWthe direc- 
tor of the mint repeated tbe recom. 
mendationSQf his predesessor. In 1870 a 
bill was defeated revising, generally, the 
jaws relating to the mint, anoV^fi opping 
the silver dollar from the cur*»»y. It 
passed the senate in January, 1.S71, but 
never came to a vote in the house. The 
matter came up again in the next con- 
gress, was debated, explained and revised: 
and May 21,1872, it passed the house by 
a vote of 110 to 13. In January, 1873. it 
passed the senate without a dissenting 
vote. Senator Stewart was present and 
voted for the bill. 


February 11, 1S74, Senator Stewart made 


a seeech in the senate in which he ba:d, 
'Let us do as all the people of the world 
have been doing, measure our values by 
gold. I want the gold standard, and no 
paper money not redeemable in gold." 
Not a word of 
complaint was heard 


from any 
quarter until after 
im-

India in all general occupations, agricul- 
tural and mechanical, for men, will not 
exceed twelve cents per day, and for 
women and minors eight cents per day. 
These two countries comprise 700,CflO,OQO 
of people; nearly half the population of 
the globe. Wages in Japan are possibly 
a little higher, and ouly a little. 
The 


masses in Mexico are miserable and shift- 
less. Wages are low and manufactured 
goods are dear, with a very small con- 
sumption. 


The person wlio does not know that 


prosperity under present conditions iu 
any of the silver standard countries is au 
impossibility, knows a great deal less than 
the Hon. Qeorge Fred Williams.

Williams talks about bimetallism as though 
he were honest in bis pretended belief, 
that we can have real bimetallism at a 
ratio of 16 to 1 when tao real ratio is 
S2tol.

could not keep gold and silver together 
after 1834, with a ratio all of the timo 
within 1 of the real ratio.

about doing it with a difference between 
the legal or coinage ratio and tbe real 
ratio, of IS. 


It has long been a law, recoginlzed at 


least by all civilized countries and by ail 
intelligent individuals, that when two 
sorts of coin are current in the same no. 
tion, of like value by denomination, but 


not of like value intrinsically, that is in 
market value, that which has the least 
value in the market will be current, .ind 
tbe other will be hoarded, or melted 
down, or exported, as much as possible. 
Mr. Williams is deceiving the people by 
telling what is not true and by making 
them believe that he is the special friend 
of the poor. Let us not forget that lour 
years ago tbis same specious, tonguey, 
Hon. George Fred Williams told us tbat 
all the way his hearers could present a 
respectable appearance was to turn their 
coats wrong side out, because taxes on 
coats we're so higU that they could not 
get a new one.

JAMES G. ELAINE ON FREE SILVER. 


Tn 1887 Mr. filaine made a speech in the 


Uoited States senate on the free coinage 
oft he silver dollar. His great voice, now 
hushed but more revered than ever, 
conies with great force at this time to 
combat the wild theories of free silver. 


It must be remembered that when Mr. 


B:.iine took the ground against free-silver 
that he then did, the silver in a dollar was 
•worth 92 cents instead of 53 cents as today, 
and that even then, when there was but 
cUlit cents difference, he did not consider 
that the government could mace the 
Cheaper silver dollar as good a» the gold 
dollar. He said: 


••It assuredly follows that if we give 


free coinage to this dollar of inferior value 
and put it in circulation, we do so at the 
expense of our better coinage In gold; and 
unless we expect the invarable experience 
of other nations to be in some mysterious 
w.iy suspended for our peculiar benefit) 
vi inevitably lose our gold coin. It will 
ilo-iV out from us with the certainty and 
\v:th the force of the tides. 
Gold has 


indeed remained with us in considerable 
amount during the circulation of the 
inferior currency of the legal tender, but 
tli.^t was because there were two great 
usi 3 reserved by law for gold—the colleo- 
turn of customs and the payment of 
iii,crest on the public debt. But if the 
'iiiTior si]\ercom is also to be used for 
tiuse two reserved parpoms, then gold 
has no tie to bind it to us. What gain, 
th< relore, should we make for the circu- 
anng medium, if on opening the gate for 
siher to flow in, we open a still midtr 
gate for gold to flow out. If I were to 
ve'-.ture upon a dictum on the silver ques- 
tion, I should declare tbat until Europe 
renonetizes silver we can not afford to 
co 11 a

' Assurances from empirics and scien- 


tists in finance that remonetization of 
the former dollar will at once and per- 
manently advance its value to par with 
gold, are worth little in the face of op- 
poking and controlling facts. 
The first 


efhctof issuing any silver dollar that 
will pay custom duties and interest on the' 
public debt, will undoubtedly be to raise 
it to a practical equality with gold ; but 
that condition will last only until the 
amount needful for customs shall fill the 
channels of Its use; and the overflow 
going in to general circulation will rap" 
idly settle to its normal and actual value, 
and then the discount will come on the 
volume of the paper currency, which will 
sink, pari passu, with the silver dollar In 
winch it is made redeemable. That re. 
monetization will have a considerable 
eitcct in advancing the value of the silver 
dollar is very probable, but not enough to 
overcome the difference now existing 
(eight cents;—a difference resulting from 
thf causes independent of our control in 
the United States." 


If Mr. Elaine held these views when a 


silver dollars's intrinsic value was 92 
cents, how much more pronounced would 
bt bis views when that dollar is worth 
but 53 cents.

1. Silver has always been measured 


by gold. 


2. That by which something else is 


measured is the standard of value. The 
number of ounces of silver an ounce of 
gold would bny has always been the 
ratio. 


8. Like all other values, the ratio of 


silver to gold has been controlled by 
snpply and demand. 


4. When this government was found- 


ed, tha commercial or true ratio was 
believed to be 15 to 1. 


6. At that ratio silver was admitted 


free and unlimited to the mint. Gold 
dollar. 84% grains 0no gold; 24%ilo 
equals 8?1>4 grains flue silver, the "sil- 
ver dollar of the daddies."

rency are full legal tender at 100 cents 
each (except for redemption of gold cer- 
tificates, which are not legal tender).

quarter dollars and dimes) are legal 
tender to the amount of $10 in any one 
transaction. 


7. The total limited legal tender sil- 


ver coined is $179,566,288.00.

1. The_rea»on a new demand for free 


coinage of silver by the United States 
has arisen is that, owing to increased 
production, caused chiefly by improved 
methods of mining and better facilities 
for transportation, the output of silver 
became eo large as to diminish its value 
in relation to. gold. 


2. Down to 1878 silver was more prof- 


itable to export than to coin, and tbat 
year only $393,600 was offered for coin- 
age in the United States. 


8. In 1856 the world's production of 


silver was 31,400,000 ounces; real ratio 
to gold,' 15.88 to 1. 


4. In 1876 the world's production of 


silver was 67,758',000 ounces, or more 
than double; ruho to gold, 17.88. 


6. In 1880 the vtorld'a production of 


lilverwas 93,276,000 ounces, trebling 
that of 1856; real ratio to gold, 20.78. 


6. In 1895 the World's production of 


•ilver was 165,000,000 ounces, or more 
khan five times wliat it was in 1856; 
real ratio to gold, 31.56. 


7. That is to say, an ounce of gold is 


worth today nearly 82 ounces of silver. 


8. Yet owners, of uncoined silver 


Want us to accent it for free and un- 


limited coinage at-the proportion of 16 
ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold.

"head" except the back (which appears to 
be "blocked" into the mstjunorphic rocks 
against which it seems to be so naturally 
reclining) are its perfect as though fresh 
from tbe hands of some giant sculptor 
The chin, mouth, nose, eyes and brow are 
all perfect, as is also the hair, which ap- 
pears to be gracefully "reached" back 
froa the forehead. The ears are not so 
"tfue to life" as tbe ether features are, but 
even in this respect no stretch of the Imag- 
ination in required in order to see tolerably 
perfect auricular appendages. The bold 
features, backward wave of the hair, mass- 
ive forehead, mustache, unelr chiseled 
nostrils and deep set eyes are all repro- 
duced on a natural yet gigantic scale and 
with wonderful exactness. 
The freak 


stands near the Point Finos lighthouse, 
being but about 500 feet from that build 
ing lu a northerly direction. The "head1' 
Etandg almost at tide level, the lower por- 
tion of the face being partially submerged 
during high water. At time of low tide, 
however, the wonder is high and dry and 
is Kt that time a marvelous marvel from 
whatever direction it 1* viewed.— St. Louis 
Republic.

tha first American flag raised in San Fran- 
cisco It was floated in May, 1848, by Cap- 
tain WaUon and some ether officers of the 
United States warship Portsmouth. "Cap- 
tain Watson," says Mr. Brown, "was the 
first to land, followed by the marines, 
Lieutenant Revere and two midshipmen 
and a dozen soldiers. 
They marched up 


Clay street to'Kcarny, to an old Mexican 
flagpole in front of an adebe building used 
as a custom house, and about 200 feet from 
the Plaza hotel, owned by me. It was 
noon when they reached the pole. The 
first lieutenant read tbe proclamation an- 
nouncing that the United States had tak- 
en possession of California. The proclama- 
tion was nailed to the pole, which a sailor 
climbed and placed a ropn through the 
halyards. Then the flag was hoisted amid 
cheers. Captain Montgomery did not come 
ashore to assist In the ceremonies, leaving 
that duty to the first lieutenant. Not a 
native could be seen, they having gone to 
the missien, fearing that the Americans 
would do them violence."—New York 
Tribune.

department has received no informa- 
tion about the alleged refusal of the 
aisistant treasurer at San Francisco to 
exchange gold for silver certificates. 
This is a policy that has been followed 
for years aad i* peculiar alone to the 
San Francisco *ub-treasnry. On the 
Pacific coast nearly all the money In 
circulation is gold and silver coin. But 
little paper money is used. For the 
convenience of bankers and other* 
wh<> desired to make shipments of 
money to the east, a practice has grown 
up i»t San Francisco of exchanging 
•ilver •ertificates for gold. It costs 
less to ship 11,000 in paper to New 
Yoi k than f 1.000 in coin. 
In this way 


the officials of the sub- treasury gener- 
ally made all form* of money inter- 
changeable over its counter. 
A* a 


result, the »ub- treasury gained from 
82,000,000 to 93,000.000 annually for the 
past few year while all other sub- 
treasuries in the east were losing gold. 
As it was simply a practice and not a 
treasury regulation, treasury officials 
B«y there wss no need of their being 
informed of it. If it is resumed they 
will be equally in ignorance.

OVERWORKED ENGINEERS. • 


Vhyelcal Collmpi* of Two Naval Ofleers 


(O_ue» a*>bjeol for Serleu Thought.*,] 
Washington, Aug. 14.—The alarming 


new* received at th* navy department 
telling of the physical collapse of 
chief engineer George E. Tower and 
passed assistant engineer Andrew Mc- 
Allister, both of the battleship Indi- 
ana, gave rise in the minds of naval 
officers on duty here to the question 
whether i* the car* of our warships 
the danger line had not been crossed 
in the attempt of the overworked n_vnl 
engineers to carry on the exacting 
duties required of them. The North 
Atlantic squadron ha* now had only 
nine day* of grand manoeuvres, and 
during that short period the efficiency 
of the most powerful battleship in the 
fleet ha* been temporarily impaired, 
two of the fonr naval engineer* at- 
tached to the vessel having been con- 
demned by medical survey and sent 
to the Naval hospital for treatment 
"It is not surprising," said a promi- 
nent official to-day, ' 'that this repeated 
tale of the prostration of naval en- 
gineer* i* heard from our worships. 
In the British service there are one- 


l balf aa many engineers a* deck officers, 


while in the American navy there are 
only one-fourth as many engineers as 
there are officers of the Hue. The 
physical history of the corps of naval 
engineer* during the past two years is 
a sad one, and it emphasizes the fact 
that not only must the number of en- 
gineers be increased, but their condi- 
tion should be improved in order to 
render the ships efficient for the day 
of battle. 
The engineers are now 


working under an organization which 
was founded upon the necessities of 
wooden ships, but which is not adapted 
to vessels of steel."
